to End at the Opening of 


Congress Today 


•WASHINGTON; Dec. 2.—The .third 


. session of the 62nd congress began at 


noon today under • circumstances 
of 


unusual interest. It , comes toother 
after a political upheaval of far reach- 
ing extent which will soon transfer all 
the executive and legislative branches 
of the.federal government 
to 
demo- 
cratic control. 


While the present session is merely 


the expiring stage of a congress soon 
to go out of existence and to be super- 
ceded In political control and policy 
after March 4, yet today's sessions, in 
the senate and house bring together 
for the first time since the recent over- 
turning those leaders and elements of 
the various parties '>vhu /have 
been 


most prominent in public affairs. 
The 


old faces and figures are again in evi- 
dence today, although some of them, 
like ex-Speaker Cannon, will soon-pass 
off 
the congressional stage, while 


others, like Speaker Clark and Chair- 
man Underwood, have • had their ten- 
ures renewed and strengthened. . 


As a whole, however, .the dominant 


note as both branches of congress as- 
semble in that new conditions, ,ne\v 
policies and new men have been ush- 
ered in as a result of the recent elee-' 
tion and that about the only function 
of the present . short session, lasting 
until March 4, Js_to pass annual supply 
bills and wind up what remains of the 
old regime. 


In the senate, Vice President Sher- 


man, has been removed by death from 
the presiding officer's chair, which will 
be flUed temporarily-by .Senators Ba- 
con of Georgia and Gallinger of 
New 


\ Hampshire, alternating. 
The republi- 


can control of the senate, with about 
nO votes as against the present demo- 
cratic strength of about 42. will con- 
tinue until March 4, although this con- 
trol is conditioned largely by thp pres- 
ence of-two elements, regular and pro- 
gressive. In the republican total of 50. 
Senaiors Heyburn of Idaho imfl Ray- 
ner of Maryland have died since the 
hist session/closed, but in other as- 


pects the 
personnel' continues 
un- 
changed until March 4. 


In (lie -House 


In the house, Speaker Clai-k and the 


various chairmen of the two preceding 
sessions continue to direct affairs, with 
a total democratic vote of 230, giving 
a democratic majority of a'buut 33, . 


The persona! aspect was ' very pro- 


nounced as the session begun today, tli'e 
air of democratic victory pervading'the 
capitol from end1 to end. Scores of men 
whoso names have been prominently 
identified with' affairs of congress for 
many years ,and who have shaped poli- 
ties and legislation, faced their last 
three months of service as the session 
opened. 


In. this notable company .were 
the 


deans of house and senate; "Uncle Joe" 
Cannon, former speaker, and center of 
many turbulent sessions of the house, 
and Senator Shelby -H. Cullom, for 30

tion of woman's status. Mrs. Wood is 
secretary of the Boston Equal Suffrage 
league and she spoke Sunday night in 
the Social Forum at Grace church. Her 
subject was: "Woman 
Around

World." 


"First, wherever one goes," said Mrs. 


Park, "there is to'be found som&what 
of what we call, for lack of a better 
name, 'the woman movement.' Second, 
everywhere where changes are taking 
place, there, is a curious inconsistency 
among the great masses of men and 
women. They look back over the path 
of progress, and see that the changes 
that have been brought about are Jus- 
tilled; and yet, when a nc\v step for- 
ward is contemplated, th^y stop short 
and are afraid. 
Third, it makes 
no 


difference what the particular change 
is, in the position of woman, that is 
under discussion in any country; the 
objections to that change >aro practi- 
cally the same, whether it is unbinding j 
the feet of girls in China, educating; j 
girls in India, or giving the ballot to j 
women 
in 
other 
countries. Always i 


there are precisely the same sort of! 
objections advanced, by the timid peo- 
ple. Fourth, that women 
themselves 


tire, often the most vehement objectors 
to any change, even though they are 
to be vastly benefited by the change.

where women have full suffrage, it, 
seems absurd tn them, when visitors I 
from non-suffrage countries usk how j 
the principle of equal suffrage works 
out there.- The women vote as a mat- 
ter of course, and any question raised 
about it is strange to their point of 
view. Yet in New Zealand, where th" 
women's club is the new tiling-, men ar 
greatly agitated lest family Hfe will no 
endure.

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EGINNING this week the Senate 
Chamber In the United States 
Capitol at Washington will be 
the scene of probably the most 


solemn and most serious ceremony 
known to official procedure under bur 
government. The occasion will be the 
impeachment trial, before' ihe upper 
house of Congress, of Robert W. Arch- 
bald, Judge of the United States Com- 
merce Court. 'The trial may be' ex- 
pected to continue off and on for some 
weeks or perhaps for two or three 
Jnonths and inasmuch ns the Senate 
is duo to adjourn for good and all on 
March 4 next It can be appreciated 
that this impeachment case is prac- 
tically certain to prove the big event 
of the winter In the legislative body. 


Aside from its significance this trial 


before a jury of ninety chosen men 
representing all the States of the 
Union is Euro to arouse great Interest 
on the part of. the public because 
such impeachment trials, are exceed-, 
ingly rare. It has linen seven years, 
since the *last previous event of this 
kind and there have been only eight 


*- such formalities since the establish- 


ment of our government. 


Impeachment, it need scarcely be 


explained, signifies the accusation and 
prosecution of judicial and executive 
o.'ncers for misdemeanors involving 
abuse of their official functions. 
A 


good many people seem to be under 
the impression thai impeachment Is 
equivalent to the passing of sentence 
in an everyday court. This is an er- 
ror. As a matter of fact impeachment 
Is on a par with the returning of an 
Indictment by a grand jury. The ac- 
cused must bo -tried just as must a 
prisoner in any court of justice and It 
is by no means to be taken for grant- 
ed that the Senators who act as jury- 
men will render a verdict of "guilty." 
Indeed in several of the impeachment 
trials in tho history of the nation 
there has been a failure to convict,—

markable work, the Constitution, of 
the United States, the most specific 
stipulations as to Just what may and 
may not bo done in the matter of Im- 
peachment. It is provided tn the very 
Drst article of the Constitution that 
the United StatesSenate shall have the 
sole power to try all Impeachments 
and that when sitting for that purpose 
the members shall be on oath or af- 
formaiion. When the President of the 
United States is to be tried the Chief 
Justice must preside and no person 
can be convicted without the concur- 
rence of two-thirds of the members 
present. This same section goes on to 
say that judgment in cases of Im- 
peachment shall not extend further 
than to removal from office and dis- ; 


j Qualification. . to hold any 
office 
of; 


honor, trust or profit under tho United 
States but tho party convicted shall 
nevertheless bo liable and subject to 
Indictment, trial, judgment and pun- 
ishment according to law. In other 
words being sentenced by the Senate 
to public disgrace would not neces- 
sarily save a guilty official from the 
penalty that under the law would be 
imposed on "a humbler citizen. 
The 


very fact that he held office under the 
government makes him liable to a 
double sentence. 


Whereas the Senate alone has the 


right to try impeachment cases the 
House of Representatives has tho sole 
power of Impeachment, That is. all 
cases must originate In the lower 
house of Congress. In fnct the House 
of Representatives is in a position 
similar to that of the grand jury and 
tho prosecuting attorney in tho ordi- 
nary cases of which we read in the j 


newspapers every day, whereas the 
Senate, under this same comparison, 
has tho dual role of the presiding 
judge and jury before whom a case is 
tried. 
Only, In impeachment cases, 


as above indicated, the august body Is 
not allowed very much latitude as to 
the sentences that can be imposed. 


Our forefathers were.no respecters 


of persons when it came to planning 
for 
Impeachment proceedings 
and 


they wrote it into tho Constitution 
ihat not only all civil officers of the 
United States but even the President 
and Vice-Presldent shall be removed 
from office on Impeachment for and 
conviction of treason, bribery or other 
high crimes and misdemeanors. 
And 


finally* in order that there may be no 
loopholes for the escape of the official 
onco convicted under Impeachment 
charges the Constitution specifically 
says that the President shall have 
power to grant reprieves and pardon 
for offense against the United States' 
"except in cases of impeachment."

From all the foregoing it will be] 


seen that an impeachment trial Is prct-1 
ty serious business not only for the!

Perhaps the most solemn features 


of the impeachment will be witnessed 
on the- opening day of the trial. Cer- 
tain members of the House will be 
designated to act as "managers" of 
the impeachment proceedings before 
the Senate and upon, the arrival of 
these dignitaries in. the Senate Cham- 
ber to exhibit the articles of impeach- 
ment the Sergeant-at-Arms will form- 
ally demand' that all persons keep 
silence on pain of imprisonment, 


At 1 o'clock in the afternoon on the 


day following the presentation of the 
inipeachment papers the Senate will 
proceed to consider the articles and 
after the trial has thus commenced 
will continue in session from day to 
day, Sundays excepted, until final 
judgment is rendered. However, be- 
fore the trial is entered upon It Is the 
duty of the Presiding Officer to ad- 
minister the oath, to each Senator 
attendance. 
The Presiding Officer is 


vested with considerable authority In 


; conduct of an inipeachment trial. 


Not only does he have the say as to 
all forms of proceedings 'but he may 
rule on all questions of evidence. Any 
Senator may, however, appeal from 
such decision and have the matter 
submitted to the Senate on a formal 
\ -te. The accused official Is, of course, 
expected to be present at tho trial or 
be represented by • attorneys. 
"Wit- 


nesses are supposed to be examined 
by only two persons,—ono person on 
each side In lie case and if a Senator 
wish yd to put a question to any wit- 
ness lie is required 10 put tho question 
in writing and transmit it to the Pre- 
siding Officer. 
Tho Jina! argument in 


thu case may be made by two persons 
on each side, but the spokesmen of tho 
House of Representatives are to have 
the last word. When Jt comes tinio1 
for the final decision as to whether or 
not the ArchbaJcl Impeachment shall 
stand each Senator will be called upon 
to vote yes or no upon each of the 18 
articles of impeachment and a two- 
thirds vote will be required to sustain 
each article. 


Each of tho Impeachment trials in 


American history has, in turn, been 
the sensation of tho period in which 
it occurred. The flrst case was that : 
of William Blount, a U. S. 'Senator 
from Tennessee, who was In the year 
1798 tried on a charge of conspiring 
with certain British 0/ticers to steal 
part of Louisiana from Spain for the 
benefit of England. He was acquitted 
on a technicality but was expelled 
from the Senate. Then' came Judge 
John Pickering, of New Hampshire, 
who was tried for drunkenness and 
profanity during the .year 1S03 arid 
wag convicted and removed. In the 
year 1SO-1 Samuel Chase, one of the 
Associate Justices of tho - U; S. Su- 
preme Court, wag tried on charges of 
irregularities growing out of tha con- 
duct of a trial but was acquitted. 
An " 


acquittal was also secured by Jiidgo • 
James H. Peck, of Missouri, who in. 
1S30 was - caused of partiality In legal 
decisions. 


During the Civil War, or in 18G2 .to 


be exact. Judge West H. Humphreys, 
of Tennessee, was impeached and re-. 
moved from office, his offense being 
that he entered the service of the .Con- 
federacy without resigning or vacating 
his office. 
Soon after the Civil "War 


came our most sensational Impeach- 
ment trial, that of President Andrew 
Johnson, who became Chief Magis- 
trate by reason of the assassination 
of Abraham I/lBcoln. The charges, 
against Johnson were largely tho out-, 
growth of his attempt to remove Ed- 
win M. Stanton aa Secretary of War, 
regardless of the wishes of the Senato.; 
After a stormy trial Johnson was ac- 
quitted, but by the narrowest mar- 
gin. An acquittal was_ likewise se- 
cured by William W, Belknap, Secre- 
tary of War, under President Grant, 
who was charged with haying accept- 
ed money for the privilege of. con- 
ducting a trading post at a U. S. gov- 
ernment military post In tho West 
The most recent Impeachment trial 
was that of Judge Charles Swayne, of 
Florida, which tool: place In 1904 and 
resulted 
In 
an 
acquittal.

Swayne, it may bo remembered, was 
tried on twelve charges (only ono 
ess than Judge Arohbald), of cor- 
ruption and incompetency.

Dennis E. Callahan, 
a 
member of 
Lawrence Lgdge, No. 65, B. P. O. E., 
delivered the eulogy and it was an elo- 
quent discourse, one that made a great 
impression on all. 
In part, he said: 
"Forty years ag-o, a body of Chris- 


tion gentlemen came together in 
an 


organization conceived in benevolence 
and dedicated to the eternal principles 
of charity, justice, brotherly love and 
fidelity. 
It ia superfluous at this time 
to speak of the remarkable growth of 
this organization, but let me say that 
those gentlemen 40 years ago builded 
better than they knew. 
We will so 


beyond a discussion of the material 
prosperity of the 
Elks, and discuss 


briefly 
the 
spiritual 
feature 
which 
dominates the order. 


"It is a'n essential principle ot thfi 


order of Elks, that its members do not 
die, and in accordance with this be- 
lief, we stand tonight and hold 
com- 


munion with our immortal dead, who 
have been laid below the green tent 
whose curtain never outwardly swings. 
To tneir memory, we dedicate this 
hour. 


"It is well that we gather once a 
year in such services, and it is well 
that we pay our tribute to those who 
iiave gone before. 
By contributing to 
the comfort of the living, these cere- 
monies are most appropriate, but they 
represent sincerity, fidelity and true 
affection as well. 
So these services 
lave a double justification, 


"Death is mysterious. Never an hour, 


but its shadow hovers over some home, 
and It is under such circumstances that 
tho splendid work of the Order of 
Elks is best exemplified. 
And death 


must come to us all. 
Greatness has 


no place when, the grim harvester ap- 
pears. 
Alexander, Caesar, Hannibal, 
Napoleon—all mighty men of history— 
were as weaklings when the*time came 
for them to say goodbye to this life. 


'"The boast of heraldry, the pomp of 
power, 


'And all that beauty, all that wealth 
e'er gave, 


'Await alike the inevitable hour, 
'The paths of glory lead but to the 
grave.' " 


"Man 
is merely a shadow, in a sense. 
Today as Edwiit Booth onco said in 
declining health, 'You 
drink, 
to 
my 
health today, tomorrow to my mem- 
ory.' Unlike the body, the soul is free 
from death. 
Come with me to the 
grave where strong men stand in sor- 
row, meditation and in humbleness, and 
in a moment, a true appreciation of 
the uncertainty of life will come to 
you. 
But wo have faith—faith that 
leads us up through the mists of dark- 
ness to the great white throne of God, 
after we throw off our form of clay. 
"Strength and security come to us 


in our belief, and the ear listens to the 
heavenly message of comfort as it re- 
jects the one of sorrow. 
Were this 
not. so, the energies 
w<3 put forth in 
virtue's cause would be wasted, and 
this service'tonight would be a mock- 
cry. We do not believe that death sep- 
arates us. We build our organization 
as Elks; we build our homes and our 
country on the proposition that there 
'" a divinity which shapes our future. 
"A glance at the astronomical bodies 
sufficient to prove the existence of a 
Creator, but from the time of Moses 
in Biblical days, to the planting of 
Christianity's emblem on San Salvador 
island, historical records tend to dem- 
onstrate the divinity. 
From the dis- 
covery of America to that meeting in 
Philadelphia, -where The history mak- 
ers demanded the recognition of a su- 
preme being, is evidence of the work- 
ing of a master hand. 
"We Klks believe in divinity as a 
basic principle, and we then come to 
you preaching the doctrine of love and 
humanity. 
Charity is not almsgiving 


in the broad sense. Charity means love 
of all creatures that God has made. 
The Elks believe in the golden rulo as 
a real charity. 
Brotherly love is con- 
stantly present under the banner of 
our organization. 
"With the cardinal virtues ever In 


mind—with a firm and abiding belief 
in God and the immortality of the soul

.Congress Today 


•WASHINGTON, Dot:. 2.—The third 


session of tho 62nd congress began at 
noon today under circumstances of 
unusual interest. It comes together 
after a political upheaval of far reach- 
ing extent which will soon transfer all 
tho executive and legislative branches 
of the federal -government to demo- 
. cratio control. 
While the present session is merely 


the expiring stago of a congress soon 
to go out of existence and to be super- 
ceded in political control and policy 
after March '4, yet today's sessions* in 
tho senate and house bring together 
for the first time since tho recent over- 
turning those leaders and elements of 
the various parties 
who have boon 
most prominent in public affairs. The 
.old faces aiiil figures arc again in evi- 
dence today, although some of them, 
like ex-Speaker Cannon, will soon pass 
the congressional stage, whllo 
off 
others, likti Sneaker Clark and Chair- 
man Underwood, have had their ten- 
ures renewed and strengthened. 


As a whole; however, tho dominant 
note as both branches of congress as- 
semble In -that new conditions., new 
policies and new men have been ush- 
ered in as a result of tho recent clec- 
.tion and that about the only function 
of the present short session, lasting 
until March 4, is to pass annual supply 
bills and wind up what remains of the 
old regime. 
In the sc.-nate, Vice President Sner- 
Ihau has been removed by death from 
the presiding officer's chair, which will 
be filled temporarily by Senators Ba- 
. con of Georgia and Galllngcr of 
New- 
Hampshire, alternating. 
The republi- 
can control of the senate, with about 
50 votes as against the present demo- 
cratic strength of about 42. will- con- 
tinue until March 4. although this con- 
trol Is conditioned largely by the pres- 
ence of two elements, regular :md pro- 
gressive, in tho republican total of 50. 
Senators Ploy burn of Idaho and Ilay- 
ner of Maryland have died since the 
last session closed, but in other as- 


pects the ''personnel 
continues un- 
changed until March 4. 
In the Itou.se 


In the house, Speaker Clark and the 


various chairmen of tho two preceding 
sessions continue to direct affairs, with 
a total democratic vote of 230, giving 
a democratic majority of about 33. 


The personal aspect was very pro- 
nounced as the session.began today, the 
air of democratic victory pervading the 
capltol from end to end.. Scores of men 
whoso . names have been, prominently 
identilled with affairs of congress for 
many years .and who have shaped poli- 
tics and legislation, faced their last 
three months of service as the suasion 
opened. 
In this notable company wore tho 


deans of house and senate: "Uncle Joe'1 
Cannon, former speaker, and center of 
many turbulent sessions of the house, 
and Senator Shelby H. Cullom, for 30 
years a senator from Illinois, a person- 
al friend and contemporary of Lincoln, 
and who was elected to -his first term 
In the national house of representatives 
in 1S65. 


Both Cannon and CuIIora came bade 


for the winter's work tho victims of 
political defeat. 
Senator Joseph "U

Bailey of Texas, long a democratic 
leader in debate, came with the volun- 
tary announcement of his retirement; 
Representatives Cox of Ohio and Sulzer 
of New York brought into the Icgisla-

Wood Is 
secretary, of the Boston Equal Suffrage 
league and she spoke Sunday night In 
the Social Forum at Graco church. Her 
subject was: "Woman Around the 
World." 


"First, wherever one goes," said Mrs. 


Park, "there is to be found somewhat 
of what we call, for lack of a hetter 
name, 'tho woman, movement.' Second, 
everywhere where changes arc taking 
place, there is a curious inconsistency 
among: the great masses of men and 
ivomen. They look back over the path 
of progress, and see that the changes 
that have been brought about arc jus- 
tified;, and yet, when a new step for- 
ward is contemplated, thry stop short 
and are afraid. 
Third, it makes 
no 


difference what the particular change 
is, in the position of woman, that 
under discussion in any country; tl 
objections to that change are practi 
cully the same, whether it is tinbindin; 
the feet of girls in China, educating 
girls in India, or Diving tho ballot t 
women 
in other countries. Ahvay 


there,nro precisely the same sort o 
objections advanced, by the timid peu 
pic.

to compete successfully with tho tex- 
tile cities of the count under present 
limitations. 
The Atlantic DeopiM* Waterways as- 
sociation is at present advocating an 
inland waterway that will open a tradc 
avunue to the cotton belt, which if car- 
ried out •will give the textile cities 
of the coast a distinct advantage over 
Lowell, and unless by such means as 
the deepening of the Merrimack a re- 
duction of freight rates and more ef- 
ficient service may be brought about, 
tho cities of tho Merrimack valley can- 
not compete with the other manufac- 
turing centers enjoying water trans- 
portation facilities. The establishment 
of competitive rates by rail and water 
results In a saving to the manufactur- 
ers, and it appears from the reports 
of improvements In other rivers that 
freight rates have heen reduced, ship- 
ping congestion relieved and business 
unproved. 
Not long ago 1 visited the city of 
Lockport. N. Y., and found that an ex- 
Eenditure of millions of dollars was 
oing made on a canal system. Here, 
was a case of spending millions on an 
artificial waterway hi the interest of 
business, while right at our doors at 
liOme we have one of the finest, natural 
waterways to be found anywhere, slm- 


i ply awaiting development. 
i 
Objection may be made to the Mer- 
rimack rivtir project on the ground of 
excessive, cost. 
In connection there- 
with, permit me to quote from tho re- 
p.ort or* LieuL-Col. Edward Burr to the 
chief of engineers of the United States 
army, concerning: his survey of the 
Merrimaek river from its mouth to th 
ratlvoad bridge at flavor hill. 
The re- 
port reads as follows: 
"I am of the opinion that the im- 
provement of the Merrimack river by 
the United States to the extent of 
providing a channel 14 feet deep 
Ilaverliill by the con.struci.ion of a lock 
and dam, essentially ay outlined in this 
report at an estimated cost of $890,000 
is justified by the commercial interest 
involved, present and prospective. 
In 
arriving at this conclusion, I am large- 
ly influenced by the evident necessity 
for opening to water competition the 
large transportation interest involved-, 
not only at Ilaverhill, hut at Lawrence 
and Lowell, the centre, of one of the 
most important manufacturing districts 
in New England, and by the belief that 
the development of an improved water- 
way lo Haverhlll is but the first step In 
extending navigation-facilities to Law- 
rence and Lowell and to tho Merrimack 
river above these points." 
"With the value of Lowell's 
prod- 
ucts more than 560,000,000, 
uno 
may 
see, that with a reduction of the cost 
of transportation, Increased compen- 
sation for labor will follow. Further- 
more, in the, case of many of the ne- 
cessities of life, it has been truthfully 
said that the cost of transportation la 
greater than the cost of production and 
reduced transportation would contrib- 
ute toward the solution of the present 
day problem of the bi»H cost t.f liv- 
ing. Tho deepening of tho. Merrimack 
would open up new territory for manu- 
facturing purposes, thereby furnishing 
employment for labor. 
It would en- 
hance real estate, valuation alone- tho 
river hanks. 
Jt would 
reduco 
the 
cost of transportation and increase the 
efficiency thereof, and rhus have a ten- 
dency to reduce the cost of living.
